BISHOP’S MESSAGE 


The life that breathes in man the unknown is one of the 
most challenging mysteries in all the field of human knowledge. 
Beginning in such a tiny, hidden, and secret manner; forming 
itself so slowly and so delicately but yet so wondrously: in the 
darkness of the womb the infinite wisdom and power of God 
are at work and the hour comes when an entirely new human 
being, silently parting the curtains of maternity, enters with 
purpose upon the stage of this life with a destiny that will be 
known and sealed only in the forever of eternity. Whether he 
be little or great, strong or weak, rich or poor, wise or 
foolish, the world can never be precisely the same because of 
him, for in some way he will change it and he will profoundly 
affect the lives of those around him. 

And as this new life traces its trajectory across the cos¬ 
mic face of space and time, the years will reveal the utter 
depth and the imponderable richness of that life that began so 
very quietly in unsearchable obscurity. That life will come to 
know joy and sorrow, it will know the noble triumph of mo¬ 
ments of genuine happiness, it will know the stark desolation of grief and abandonment; understand¬ 
ing will be in that mind, and music will be born in that heart, thoughts will come forth from it 
which may lead the world, and purposes may be conceived there that will change the face of the 
earth. Human life cannot be treated lightly, nor may any human being be despised. Somehow in 
the secrecy of the maternal cavern the shutters of the divine camera open momentarily and close, 
and a photograph is taken of God, for "in the day that God created man. He made him to the like¬ 
ness of God. " (Gen. V) And coming forth in the clothing of human flesh, that divine picture, that 
immortal human life, must find its way back to Him Who etched it in the womb. 

To have an intimate share in the care of such a life is the career that you have chosen. To 
soothe that life in its pain, to comfort it in apprehension, to nurse it in weakness, to ease its stric¬ 
tures in agony, to encourage it in despair, to inspire it in apathy, to sympathize with it in loneli¬ 
ness, to gently set it free from the prison of selfishness in sickness, to prevent its diseases, to 
ward off its dangers, and perchance even to save it from death, - there is the work of your life. 

And therein lies the honour too that attends upon your profession. For you are to be accredited 
assistants to those of whom the Holy Spirit of God spoke when He tells us in Sacred Writ: "Honour 
the physician for the need thou hast of him: for the Most High hath created him. For all healing is 
from God: and he shall receive gifts of the king. The skill of the physician shall lift up his head: 
and in the sight of great men he shall be praised. The Most High hath created medicines out of the 
earth and a wise man will not abhor them. The power of these things is come to the knowledge of 
men: and the Most High hath given knowledge to men that He may be honoured in His wonders. " 
Ecclus. XXXVIII. 

Yours is a grave and a high profession in life. People esteem you. Beneath the professional 
cap and behind the purity of the starched white and within the folds of the immaculate hands they 
see the knowledge and the skill and the courage and the uprightness and the trustworthiness of the 
graduate nurse. You enjoy a position of honour in our communities. You are entitled to it. Noth¬ 
ing worthwhile is gained without effort, and you know that nothing worthwhile is kept without vigi¬ 
lance and struggle. How very important it is, then, to walk worthy of your calling.
